Gentlemen: 


The Automobile & Apparatus Committee 
met on January 8rd to investigate the ac- 
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cident of No. 5 Engine that occurred at 
the intersection of Holmes and Hazel 
Streets on December 31, 1941. 


Master Mechanic Roy Seymour reported 
there was no permanent damage to the ap- 
paratus and that the cost of repairs would 
be approximately $90.00. He does not con- 
sider the driver a careless engineer. 


Captain Clark reported that he cau- 
tioned the driver about the condition of 
the streets and that the driver responded 
by slowing down. He feels the accident 
was due more through an inexperience in 
winter driving and the icy condition of 
that particular corner. 


Engineer Bauer stated that the machine 
started to slide when he turned on Hazel 
Street and that he was unable to control 
it. He said the Captain called his atten- 
tion to the condition of the streets and 
that he was driving slow when he lost con- 
trol of the machine.

FEBRUARY 25, 1942 


All contracts for fire protection furnish- 
ed outside the Lansing city limits by the 
Lansing Fire Department are executed by 
the City Council and it has been our ex- 
perience in the past, when several requests 
similar to yours have come to us for fire 
protection to an individual or group piece 
of property, that such a request has been 
denied by the City Council. 


The reason for this has been that should 
one request be granted that the city would 
be deluged with requests to furnish fire 
protection to individual property owners in 
the area surounding the city, and _ this 
would be impractical and against the 
wishes of the tax-payers who support this 
department. 


The city has an agreement of course to 
furnish fire protection to Lansing Township 
and this we feel is about all we can handle 
with our present facilities in the Lansing 
Department. 


Therefore, this committee recommends to 
the Board of Police and Fire Commissioners 
that your request be denied and that any 
further transaction concerning this mat- 
ter must of necessity be made with the City 
Council.
